Seward, Alaska, F’eb. 26.—With the 
lives of nearly a thousand men at 
stake, the world’s 
largest 
halibut j 
fishing fleet today battled against de­ 
struction, as a gale and snow storm j 
of unusual fury swept fiercely across 
the North Pacific and threatened to 
wipe out everything in its path. 
Reports reaching 
here 
indicated 
that from 150 to 270 storm stricken 
boats may never reach port. 
Three of the vessels battered and 
torn by the brutality of the gale ar- 
rived here last night. 
The storm 
was growing hourly in fury. 
Sweeping into the well protected 
harbor the gale tore all vessels from 
their moorings and tossed them about J 
the bay. 
The passenger liner Ad­ 
miral Wilson in imminent danger of 
being battered to pieces against the 
dock sought safety at anchor in the 
outer harbor. 
The ntail and pas­ 
senger steamer Starr came perilous­ 
ly near destruction when it was struck 
within 50 feet of shore here.

Three new club projects will be of­ 
fered boys and girls of Adams coun- 
ty this year by the agricultural ex- 
. tension association, R. E. Underwood, 
county agent, announced today. 
The projects contemplated by Mr. 
Underwood for which boys and girls 
are being asked to sign up are straw­ 
berry clubs, raspbe rry clubs and home 
garden clubs. 
These projects are in addition to 
I the baby beef club for which youth­ 
ful feeders of the county are again 
asked to enroll. 
Three New Projects 
“Coming from almost every com­ 
munity in the county is the express­ 
ed desire of community leaders for 
additional dub work for boys and 
I girls." Mr. Underwood said Hoday. 
“Two successful seasons in baby beef 
club work have increased interest and 
brought a keener recognition of the 
goal and purposes of boys’ and girls* 
club demonstrations. 
Not every boy 
and girls, however, wishes to enroll 
in baby beef club wrork, and for that 
! reason the extension service is offer­ 
ing the three new club projects." 
j 
The objects of the strawberry club 
were outlined by Mr. Underwood as 
follow: 
' 
“To demonstrate 
the case 
with 
which a supply of fresh fruit can be 
obtained for the home and for sale, 
thus 
encouraging the planting 
of 
fruit on farms. 
“To promote interest in horticul­ 
ture among boys and girls by demon­ 
strating the financial 
opportunities 
in this field. 
“ To demonstrate the value of a 
satisfactory variety, 
together with 
proper methods of fertilization, culti­ 
v ation and the like." 
Promotes Berry Culture 
The object of the raspberry clubs 
is to demonstrate wrhat a profitable 
business growing that fruit is through 
the use of disease free plants and 
proper cultural practices. 
For both strawberry and raspber­ 
ry clubs, a plot of one-tenth of an 
acre is recommended by Mr, Under­ 
wood for the first year. 
In both the strawberry and rasp­ 
berry clubs demonstration meetings 
are held with awards made on work 
done, neatness and care of records 
and individual help given members by 
the extension specialists of State Col­ 
lege. 
Raises 812 Quarts 
Schuylkill and Carbon counties are 
the only two in the state which have 
brought 
their 
strawberry 
club* 
through the first two-year 
period, 
w'hieh includes the first year of pro­ 
duction. 
The best record in Schuyl­ 
kill county was made by Elsie Artz, 
of Hegins, who raised 812 quarts of 
strawberries from her club plot of 
one-twentieth 
of 
an 
acre. 
The 
average for the club was about 275 
quarts. 
In Carbon county, the yield 
ranged from 70 to 1.060 quarts to 
one-twentieth of an acre, w'ith the 
average around 
585 
quarts. 
The 
average price received by the growers 
in both counties was 25 cents a quart. 
The objects of the home garden 
club, a- outline ! by Mr. Underwood, 
follow: 
“To demonstrate the value of a 
more careful planning and better se­ 
lection of varieties for the home gar­ 
den.
